John fieta’s Lincoln Southeast swimming team has 
lost only one meet in five years, that a one-point decision 
to Lincoln High this season which the Knights later 
avenged. During that span, he has won, of course, five 
consecutive Nebraska state prep titles. 


The personable R eta, who has been at Southeast since 
the school opened nine years ago, has a simple furmula 
for success. “ We work hard,” he says. ‘‘Oh, I like to talk 
to the kids and find out how they feel. And we keep a 
record of our progress to see where we’re going. It makes 
a pretty good measure of our efforts. 


“ .\nd, of course, it’s just like baking a cake,” he 
chuckles. “ You have to have pretty good ingredients.” 


Priijiraiii Help» 


R eta gets a portion of these ingredients from the 
growing age-group swimming program in Lincoln. ‘‘It’s 
affecting all of us in the high schools,” he says. 


Products of the IJncoln Swim Club help, but R eta 
emphasizes that club members don’t get all their coaching 
through club activities. “ We ail work with these kids at 
the various pools during the summer,” he points out. R eta, 
Northeast swim coach Ken Wall and ex-Lincoln H i g h 
coach Harry Kuklin all manage pools in Lincoln during 
the summer months. 


The winning tradition also helps at Southeast, but here 
again that hard work is involved. 
“ Every kid we get out knows he’s expected to work 
out,” R eta says. " It ’s really a matter of pride. They’re 
proud of working hard. And the kids who don’t want to 
work hard will drop out on their own.”

.\ swimmer’s work nowadays differs markedly from 
the past. R eta points out. and the new tactics combined 
with increasing research into the mechanics of the sport 
and the human body have been instrumental in the mark­ 
edly better performances around the country. 


“ It’s more rigorous now,” he says. “ Instead of the 
long, slow, easy swimming, we give them what we call 
repeat intervals. This is swimming certain lengths, then 
repeating it, with a set time between sessions. This gets 
them in condition a lot quicker and seems to hold them 
there. 
Then we can vary our program. 
It’s difficult to 
make swimming from one end of the pool to the other 
attractive unless we can vary things a little.” 


Southeast athletes work from an hour-and-a-half to 
two hours each day. .About 15 or 20 minutes of this is 
spent in isotonic and isometric exercises designed to in­ 
crease flexibility and build up the muscles in the shoulders 
and back which tend to be weak in today’s youth. 
“ They just don’t chop enough wood anymore,” R eta 
grins.

There are, of course, many other refinements and 
tactics a coach must utilize, and it’s all aimed toward 
overcoming the many liabilities which swimmers face in 
a climate like Nebraska’s. 


Most school’s facilities are limited. R eta, for example, 
would like to work out twice daily, but schedule conflicts 
and other uses for the pool prohibit this. And Nebraska’s 
four-month swimming season doesn’t compare very favor­ 
ably with the nine-month season in a state like California, 
where the swimmers work out for three months before 
even entering competition. 


“ We have kind of a crash program compared to Cali­ 
fornia’s,” R eta says. “ But we’ve been coming closer with 
our times over a five-year period now. I think the coaches 
in Nebraska, for the limited time they have, are doing 
a fine job.” 
Obviously, John R eta is doing one of the finest.

For many years the three- 
member Board o f Co ntro l 
which administered state in­ 
stitutions and the state's wel­ 
fare division was freq uently 
enmeshed in controversy. 
The perio dic ex plo sio n o f 
hea dlines a nd news dispa tch­ 
es inv o lv ing the ho a rd were 
so metimes a cco mpa nied by 
edito ria l a nd citizen co mment 
tha t the sta te needed to re­ 
a ssess its metho ds o f g o v ern­ 
ing bo th institutio ns directed 
by the bo a rd a nd sta te wel­ 
fa re a ctiv ities. 
The 1957 Legislature 
took 
the first step when it approved 
a bill leading to a vote of the 
people on 
a 
constitutional 
amendment which authorized 
the general management and 
control of state institutions to 
be vested in something other 
than the Board of Control. 
Voters approved the change 
in the 1958 genera! election. 
The 1961 Unicameral abol­ 
ished the board and estab­ 
lished separate departments 
of institutions and welfare. 
‘Wo rking Very Well’ 
Named first director of in­ 
stitutions w as George Mor­ 
ris. Look ing back on tw o 
years of ex perience with the 
new system, he said it is 
“work ing out very well and 
we are moving at a more 
rapid pace toward our desired 
objectives.” 
TTiere were some lifted eye­ 
brows when Morris received 
the appointment since he had 
been embroiled in public dis­ 
agreements with the Board of 
Control while he served as 
superintendent of the Men’s 
Reformatory near Lincoln.

Mor­ 
rison’s way of giving thank s 
to Morris, a Republican, for 
his support of Morrison, a 
Democrat, in the guberna­ 
torial campaign.
